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INTRODUCTION 


The Research and Program Evaluation Inventory for 1989-90 is a compilation of research and program evaluation 
studies that were conducted in a variety of settings within the Ministry of Community and Social Services (MCSS) and 
within various social service agencies. Information on these studies was solicited from 382 MCSS employees and 173 
social service agencies, facilities and Ontario-wide associations. 


Studies were included in the Inventory if: 
they were funded internally by MCSS, conducted by a social service agency which is funded by MCSS or 
funded by means of a transfer payment grant; 
they were in progress at some point during the 1989-90 fiscal year (April 1, 1989 - March 31, 1990); 
a final report was produced or expected; and 
they could be categorized as research and program evaluation in which one or more of the following types 
of data were analyzed: client case records, program/agency records, psychometric tests, laboratory tests, 
structured observation, video recordings, literature review, community forums/focus groups, questionnaires 
or interviews. 


Operational reviews, policy papers, or annual reports of Ministry and Agency Programs are not included in this 
Inventory. 


The Inventory is divided into seven chapters. Six chapters contain studies that correspond to policy and program areas 
that existed in MCSS in the 1989-90 fiscal year, the year for which information was requested. Chapter seven contains 
studies that involve Ministry-wide issues. Topics within the first six chapters relate to the following: 


(1) Children’s Services - policy and program development for all children’s programs, other than Child Care, 
delivered by the Ministry. In particular these programs include: Child Welfare, Child Treatment, Child and 
Family Intervention, Adoptions and Young Offenders Programs. 


(2) Elderly Services - policy and program development for both residential and community support programs for 
elderly persons as well as programs related to social justice concerns such as advocacy, guardianship, and elder 
abuse. Specific program responsibilities include Municipal and Charitable Homes for the Aged, Supported 
Community Residential Alternatives, Elderly Persons Centres, Home Support Services, Homemakers and Nurses 
Services, Integrated Homemaker Program and Alzheimer Community Program. 


(3) Services for Disabled Persons - policy and program development related to services for those who have physical, 
developmental, sensory or cognitive disabilities. 


(4) Income Maintenance - policy and program development relating to long-term and short-term financial assistance 
to persons in need, e.g. the Family Benefits and General Welfare programs. 


(5) Child Care - policy and program development and legislation pertinent to informal child care in private homes 
and formal child care provided by municipalities and charitable organizations. 


(6) Family Support - policy and program development relating to issues such as: employment initiatives, family 
violence, women’s issues, emergency meals and shelters, hostels, counselling, ex-psychiatric patients, alcoholics 
and ex-offenders (half-way houses). 


The policy and program areas of the Ministry have been reorganized and the structure of the 1990-91 Inventory will 
be modified to parallel these changes. 


We wish to express our thanks to all those whose contributions made the Inventory possible. Since the Inventory is 
on a data base, we are able to respond to requests from Inventory users. We would appreciate any comments, ideas, 
or suggestions which would enable us to improve the Inventory.

INTRODUCTION 


L’inventaire de la recherche et de |’évaluation des programmes pour 1989-1990 résulte de la compilation de diverses 
études liées a la recherche et a |’évaluation des programmes, menées au sein du ministére des Services sociaux et 
communautaires (MSSC) et d’un certain nombre d’organismes dispensant des services sociaux. Les renseignements 
concernant ces études ont été obtenus auprés de 382 bureaux du MSSC et 173 organismes de services sociaux, 
établissements et associations provinciales. 


Pour faire partie de l’inventaire, les études devaient présenter les caractéristiques suivantes : 

‘  €tre subventionnées de |’intérieur par le ministére des Services sociaux et communautaires, étre menées par 
un organisme dispensant des services sociaux et qui soit subventionné par le MSSC, ou, étre financées au 
moyen de paiements de transfert; 
étre en cours durant l’exercice financier de 1989-1990 (du 1% avril 1989 au 31 mars 1990); 
avoir fait l’objet ou prévoir faire l’objet d’un rapport final; et 
pouvoir étre classées dans la catégorie de la recherche et de |’évaluation des programmes, ou I’un ou plusieurs 
des types de données suivants ont été analysés : dossiers individuels, dossiers de programmes et d’organismes, 
tests psychométriques, tests de laboratoire, observation structurée, enregistrements vidéo, étude de 
documentation, tribunes communautaires et groupes d’études spécialisés, questionnaires ou entrevues. 


Les études opérationnelles, les énoncés de politique et les rapports annuels des programmes du Ministére et des 
organismes n’ont pas fait partie de |’inventaire. 


L’inventaire est divisé en sept chapitres. Six chapitres portent sur des études ayant trait aux six secteurs de politiques 
et de programmes du MSSC offerts au cours de l’exercice financier de 1989-1990 dont on avait demandé des 
renseignements. Le chapitre sept porte sur des questions intéressant l’ensemble du Ministére. Les six premiers chapitres 
se présentent comme suit : 


1) Services a l’enfance - élaboration de tous les programmes et toutes les politiques du Ministére destinés aux 
enfants, autres que les programmes de garde d’enfants, notamment le bien-étre de |’enfance, le traitement des enfants, 
l’intervention auprés des familles et des enfants ainsi que les programmes d’adoption et ceux destinés aux jeunes 
contrevenants. 


2) Services aux personnes agées - élaboration des politiques et des programmes, communautaires et en 
établissement, destinés aux personnes agées, ainsi que de programmes portant sur des questions de justice sociale 
comme la promotion et la défense des droits, la tutelle, et le mauvais traitement des personnes agées. Les programmes 
portent essentiellement sur les foyers pour les personnes agées, fondés par des oeuvres de bienfaisance ou par les 
municipalités, le logement supervisé, les centres pour personnes agées, les services d’aide a domicile, les services 
d’aides familiales et d’infirmiéres visiteuses, les services intégrés d’aides familiales et le programme communautaire 
pour les personnes atteintes de la maladie d’ Alzheimer. 


3) Services aux personnes handicapées - élaboration de politiques et de programmes dans le domaine des services 
destinés aux personnes présentant un handicap d’ordre physique, mental, sensoriel ou cognitif. 


4) Maintien du revenu - élaboration de programmes et de politiques touchant |’aide financiére a long et court terme 
a |’intention des personnes dans le besoin, comme par exemple, les programmes de prestations familiales et d’aide 
sociale générale. 


5) Garde d’enfants - élaboration de programmes, de politiques et de lois concernant les services de garde d’enfants 
fournis par des particuliers a leur domicile ou ceux fournis par les municipalités et les organismes de bienfaisance. 


6) Aide a la famille - élaboration de politiques et de programmes sur des questions telles que les initiatives relatives 
a l’emploi, la violence au foyer, la condition féminine, les services d’hébergement d’urgence, les centres d’accueil, les 
services de counseling, le suivi d’anciens patients des hdpitaux psychiatriques, des personnes alcooliques et d’anciens 
contrevenants (maisons de transition). 


Les secteurs des politiques et des programmes du Ministére ont été réorganisés et l’inventaire pour 1990-1991 sera 
modifié en fonction de ces changements.

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A Community-Based Approach to Residential Treatment Services 


An MCSS research study managed by the North Bay District Office; Dr. Bassis and Dr. Mawhiney, Laurentian 
University, investigating. Objectives: To review and analyze program models of service that will ensure an 
appropriate residential treatment service in Parry Sound and Muskoka Districts. Results: Recent literature supports 
an ecological model to benefit children in residential treatment as opposed to more traditional models. Both the 
Districts of Muskoka and Parry Sound have sufficient demand for community-based residential services. The 
establishment of five facilities was recommended; two in Muskoka and three in Parry Sound. Data Sources: 
literature review; client case records; questionnaires to MCSS/Agency staff; telephone interviews with MCSS/Agency 
staff; key informant interviews with persons other than agency staff or clients. Duration: January 1989 - April 1989.

A Computerized Child Abuse Assessment Training System (C.C.A.A.T.S.)

A Preliminary Evaluation of the Community Support Service Program for Young Offenders 


A program evaluation under the auspices of the St. Lawrence Youth Association; Gary Bernfeld investigating. 
Program Evaluated: Community Support Team. Program was evaluated at the St. Lawrence Youth Association. 
Objectives: To collect descriptive, process and outcome data relevant to preliminary evaluation of the Community 
Support Services program in Kingston. To develop a home-based program for Phase I young offenders who are about 
to re-offend or be placed in secure custody. To provide youth and family with services that are individualized, 
practical and skill-oriented (e.g. positive parenting skills, social and life skills). To aid families in accessing 
complementary services and community networks that facilitate family goals. To support the young offender’s 
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transition from institution to family and the community. Results: Demographic data are available on 27 young 
offenders and their families. Consumers (probation officers, parents, youths and other agencies) were satisfied with 
the service. Youth behavioural problems, parents’ problems and parent-child conflict all decreased from pre-test to 
post-test and at the follow-up conducted three months after the youths had left the program. At the time of the six 
month follow-up, 19% of program participants had been convicted of criminal code offenses and 7% had breached 
their terms of probation. This is substantially less than the risk for these behaviours at referral. Thirty percent had 
spent some time in paid care since leaving the program. Data collection is ongoing. Data Sources: literature review; 
client case records; program/agency records; psychometric tests; questionnaires to MCSS/Agency staff; questionnaires 
to clients/families.

A Review of the Toronto Street Youth Project 


An MCSS program review managed by the Toronto Area Office; Gillian Doherty, Doherty Social Planning 
Consultants Ltd., investigating. Program Reviewed: Toronto Street Youth Project (TSYP). Agency Studied: 
Children’s Aid Society - Reception Centre and Casatta Warrendale. Objectives: To document who is being served 
by the Toronto Street Youth Project (TS YP). To find out what happens to the youths after they have been discharged 
from the project. To explain why relatively few youths are matched with a one-to-one worker, even though funds 
are available for this purpose. To document whether the medical needs of the youths are being met. To examine the 
impact of the current role of police on the TSYP. Results: The study resulted in the following recommendations: 
that the target population for the TSYP be any street youths under age 16, whether or not they are involved in 
prostitution; that MCSS give serious consideration to removing the word “substantial” as it relates to risk in section 
37(2) of the CFSA; that the reception centre will have empty beds on occasion and that all beds be reserved for 
youths living on the streets; that the TSYP continue to operate both a reception centre and a longer-term stabilization 
unit; and that the funds for one-to-one contract workers be used to hire a salaried after-care worker who would link 
up with selected youths in Casatta for a designated period of time. Data Sources: client case records;

A Study of Homeless Youth in Windsor and Essex County 


A research study under the auspices of the Children’s Services Council of Windsor/Essex County; Mary Ellen 
Bernard and Michael Cooke investigating. Objectives: To report on the residential options for youth under the age 
of 24 in Windsor and Essex County.

An Evaluation of Brief Strategic Therapy Training at the Roman Catholic Children’s Aid 
Society in Windsor, Ontario 


A program evaluation under the auspices of the Roman Catholic Children’s Aid Society; Michael Hohosko, the 
University of Windsor, investigating. Program Evaluated: Brief Strategic Therapy. Program was evaluated at the 
Roman Catholic Children’s Aid Society. Objectives: To evaluate a two-year training session in Brief Strategic 
Therapy (BST) conducted at the Roman Catholic Children’s Aid Society. To determine if BST makes a difference 
in the overall quality of life of the agency; the quality of supervision; the outcomes of cases that staff were treating; 
and the quality of training/education in the agency. Results: Generally, the data indicate that the training was a 
success. Training significantly improved on the quality of life that the agency provided, and the overall quality of 
supervision increased in a number of areas. With regard to case outcome, the method worked best with those cases 
which presented family conflict between adolescent and parent(s) and where the most pressing needs were for the 
parent(s) to learn practical behaviour management techniques, and for improved communication between the two. 
The method was less effective with cases involving sexual abuse, low functioning clients, and/or uncooperative or 
unmotivated clients.

An Evaluation of the Mandatory Counselling Services and Disclosure of Adoption Information 


An MCSS program evaluation managed by the Adoptions Unit; Anne Westhues and James Gladstone, Wilfrid Laurier 
University, investigating. Program Evaluated: Adoption Unit Disclosure Service. Agency Studied: Children’s Aid 
Societies that provide mandatory counselling. Objectives: To evaluate the mandatory counselling service provided 
with the disclosure of adoption information. Results: A large majority of both adoptees and birth relatives, whether 
voluntary or searched registrants, found most aspects of the counselling service to be helpful or very helpful. A 
minority of respondents (15.6%) expressed some dissatisfaction with certain administrative aspects of the service, 
such as the long waiting list for search, delays in service due to poor inter-agency coordination and lack of publicity 
about the Adoption Disclosure Register and its services.

Anxiety and Depression in Prepubertal Children: A Pilot Study 


A research study under the auspices of Royal Ottawa Hospital; Chrissoula Stavrakaki investigating. Objectives: To 
determine the feasibility of screening children (ages 10-11) in their classrooms for symptoms of anxiety and 
depression using self-report measures. To assess the prevalence of symptoms of anxiety and depression in the general 
population. To analyze the demographic variables which seem to be most common in children with anxiety and 
depression. Results: It is possible to screen for anxiety and depression in a classroom setting. Children who met 
criteria for both anxiety and depression on self-report measures were more likely to require psychiatric intervention. 
Low scores on ‘self-esteem’ were related to high scores on ‘anxiety’ and ‘depression’. Brief focused psychotherapy 
was most helpful with this population. Demographic variables did not differentiate between the diagnostic group and 
the control group. The DICA (Diagnostic Interview for Children and Adolescents) Apple version was not reliable. 
Eighteen percent of the children tested met criteria for anxiety and/or depression on the RCMAS (Revised Children’s 
Manifest Anxiety Scale) and the CDI (Children’s Depression Inventory). More females than males were identified 
by the self-report tests. There was a higher prevalence of anxiety or anxiety and depression than depression alone. 
This study was accepted by the Canadian Journal of Psychiatry for publication. Data Sources: program/agency 
records; psychometric tests; face-to-face interviews with clients/families; psychiatric interview and diagnosis.

Risk Factors in Alzheimer’s Disease 


A research study under the auspices of the University of Toronto; Maire E. Percy, the University of Toronto, 
investigating. Objectives: To determine whether reduced antioxidant defences in red cells are associated with 
Alzheimer’s disease. To determine whether thyroid abnormalities are associated with Alzheimer’s disease. To 
determine whether a variant chromosome 22, identified in the members of a large family with multiple cases of 
Alzheimer’s disease, is associated with Alzheimer’s disease. Results: (1) In relation to controls matched for sex, age, 
and time of blood sampling, Down’s syndrome patients with clinical features of Alzheimer’s disease have 
significantly reduced red cell superoxide dismutase activity and increased red cell catalase as compared to those with 
no symptoms. (2) Down’s syndrome patients with Alzheimer’s disease have a significantly higher titre of thyroid 
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antimicrosomal autoantibodies and a significantly lower thyroid hormone level (T3) than matched controls, whereas 
Down’s patients without Alzheimer’s disease have a significantly higher titre of antithyroglobulin autoantibody and 
a significantly lower T3 level. These results suggest that autoimmunity and thyroid malfunction may play a role in 
the development of Alzheimer’s disease in Down’s syndrome patients. (3) In the case of a large family with multiple 
cases of Alzheimer’s disease, we have estimated that those with the variant chromosome 22 have an increased risk 
of developing Alzheimer’s. The family that was studied was not large enough to permit a more precise estimate of 
this risk. The probability is 0.05 that the association of Alzheimer’s disease and this variant chromosome is due to 
chance. Data containing indicators of disease and risks factors on families were used to estimate the risk associated 
with each of the factors found in the families liable for Alzheimer’s disease. The data can be used to develop a 
genetic theory about the inheritance of Alzheimer’s disease.

Enzymic Fluorometric Assay for Plasma Pyridoxal 5’-Phosphate

Genetic Relationship between Down’s Syndrome and Alzheimer’s Disease

Identification of DNA Markers Closely Linked to the Mutation Causing the Fragile-X 
Syndrome

Services for People with Developmental Disabilities - policy and program development related 
to services for those who have developmental or cognitive disabilities. 


Il. INCOME AND EMPLOYMENT: 


Income Maintenance - policy and program development related to long term and short term 
financial assistance to persons in need, e.g., the Family Benefits and General Welfare programs. 


Employment - policy and program development related to initiatives to assist people in securing 
employment. 


IV. SERVICES FOR SPECIAL TARGET GROUPS: 


Native Affairs - policy and program development related to Ontario’s Native peoples.

Francophone Affairs - policy and program development related to Ontario’s francophone 
population. 


Multiculturalism - policy and program development related to multiculturalism. 


Family Violence - policy and program development related to such issues as wife assault and 
child abuse. 


The last chapter contains studies that involve other ministry issues. 

Unlike previous years, the 1990-91 questionnaires asked respondents to provide information about the 
policy implications of study findings. Summaries of updated studies that commenced prior to the 1990-91 
fiscal year do not contain this information.

The Relationship of Conduct Problems to Depression in Children

The preliminary findings of the study indicated that the externalizing, internalizing, and 
total sum T-scores on the Child Behaviour Checklist (CBCL) of children for whom data were collected 
decreased from baseline to discharge and was maintained at 6, 12, and 24 months post-discharge. The 
scores, however, were still within the clinical range across the duration of the study. Moreover, the 
percentage of parents or guardians who reported that certain behaviours (disobedience, lying, aggression, 
temper tantrums) were a problem at baseline decreased at the follow-up periods. However, a greater 
percentage of parents or guardians indicated that school behaviour was problematic at the 24-month 
follow-up than at baseline. Between 45-57% of the participants reported being involved in some type of 
therapy or treatment after discharge. At 6 months, 30.4% of the available sample reported having police 
contact since discharge. In general, the study indicated that after discharge from residential treatment, this 
population remains an "at risk" group. However, results must be interpreted with caution given the (a) 
initially high degree of family dysfunction, martial discord, and difficult life experiences characteristic of 
this population and (b) small sample size and lack of a control or comparison group in the present study.

Although specialized day programs are meeting their original goals, questions were 
raised about the under-utilization of the in-home respite programs. Transportation and inappropriate 
facilities emerged as critical issues for most day programs. Both types of programs had on-going staff 
problems. Nine possible policy directions were suggested. In 1990-91, an advisory group consisting of 
community agencies and the local Alzheimer Association was established to examine the Scott Report in 
detail. This group will advise the Toronto Area Office on possible recommendations for implementation.

Genetic Relationship between Down Syndrome and Alzheimer Disease

DNA marker studies are being done to determine whether the AD individual and the person with Down 
syndrome have the same #21 chromosome.

Identification of DNA Markers Closely Linked to the Mutation Causing the Fragile-X 
Syndrome 


A research study under the auspices of Ongwanada Hospital; Jeanette Holden investigating. Data Sources: 

Study Objectives: To develop recombinant 
DNA probes which detect markers closely linked to the mutation causing the fragile-X syndrome, a very 
common form of X-linked mental retardation.

We 
are testing whether using these probes alone will be accurate in assessing carrier status in both males and 
females who are at risk for having the fragile-X mutation. In a separate study, we are using both cytogenic 
methods and DNA methods to identify new fragile-X cases; previously, only the chromosome studies were 
conducted to identify persons with the fragile-X syndrome. Individuals with very low frequencies of 
fragile-X expression might be missed by this method. We are assessing a combined cytogenetics and DNA 
approach to determine which method identifies the larger number of probands.

Intestinal Parasites and Behaviour in Developmentally Handicapped Adults

A single specimen was not found to be a useful screening test; less than 60% of the 
cases of most prevalent pathogenic species were identified by this method. The parasite eradication 
program reduced the overall prevalence to 32.9% and the prevalence of pathogenic species to 11% at six 
months. The reduced prevalence of pathogenic parasites was sustained for one year. There was no 
reduction in the frequency of behavioural disturbance following the reduced prevalence of intestinal 
parasites.

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Long-Term Treatment of Severe Human Lead (Pb) Toxicity with the Investigational 
Chelant 2,3-Dimercaptosuccinic Acid (DMSA)

treatment has been used for a man with unusually severe lead toxicity. It has involved 14 courses with 
DMSA, which was orally administered for 20 to 85 consecutive days to a current total of 860 g or 630 
DMSA days. The treatment has netted 1.33 g of lead from his urine. To date, the patient has gained 3,300 
net days (or an average of 5.24 net days per DMSA day) in the overall elimination of his considerable 
lead burden. While a therapeutic endpoint has not yet been reached, each DMSA course allowed the 
patient freedom from incapacitating symptoms. Each DMSA course lowered lead poisoning as measured 
by laboratory indices, even after a marked reduction of daily DMSA dose to minimum maintenance levels. 
With no other side effects than transitory mild lacrimation, the patient was able to successfully complete a 
comprehensive vocational training program while being treated with DMSA. These data point to DMSA as 
a chelant superior to conventional chelating agents such as calcium disodium EDTA, BAL and 
Penicillamine.

Policy Implications: The effect of treating thyroid dysfunction on the development of Down syndrome 
children is the next challenge for study. Collaboration with the Director of the Down syndrome program, 
Bonnie Gillis, is underway to attempt this analysis. The thyroid treatment used is that which prevents 
mental retardation in ordinary children with low thyroid function. The hypothesis is that it will do the 
same in Down syndrome children.

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A Retrospective Study of Client and Staff Injuries in Residential Settings for Persons 
with Developmental Handicaps 


A research study managed by Southwestern Regional Centre; Ming Yeh, Brenda Nettleton and Diane 
Verschraegen investigating. Data Sources: client case records. Study Objectives: To identify the nature, 
pattern and causes of staff and client injuries in residential settings for persons with developmental 
handicaps.

Study Findings: Three leading causes of 
client injuries were identified: self-injurious behaviour (SIB), personal carelessness and peer assault. There 
were interactions between certain client characteristics (such as client functioning level and/or physical 
capabilities) and the causes of injuries. For example, low functioning clients were more prone to SIB- 
related injuries whereas high functioning clients were more prone to assault-related injuries. More than 
half of the staff injuries resulted from intervention with clients exhibiting challenging behaviours. Manual 
guidance and manual restraints constituted two major causes which lead to intervention-related staff 
injuries.

X-Linked Mental Retardation: Carrier Detection by DNA Studies

In 1990, 7.1% of the girls in treatment had made suicide attempts and/or 
had been considered a suicide risk. By comparison, in 1991 23.0% of the girls had made suicide attempts 
and or had been considered a suicide risk. The proportion of adolescents who engaged in dangerous 
assaultive behaviour rose from 11.5% in 1990 to 19.5% in 1991. Certain parental risk characteristics 
indicated many families were more at risk than in past years. Almost seven in ten families coming into 
treatment had incomes below Statistics Canada’s poverty cutoffs. In 1990, this rate was six in ten. Increases 
were also found in the following areas: the rate of spousal assault (1990 = 29. 6%, 1991 = 33. 5%), 
parental substance abuse (1990 = 28.2%, 1991 = 37.8%), parents who had made suicide attempts and/or 
had been considered a suicide risk (1990 = 7.1%, 1991 = 14.8%), and the number of families in which 
parenting figures had changed more than twice (1990 = 18.5%, 1991 = 25.2%). Policy Implications: 
Children coming into treatment and their families are exhibiting more serious levels of risk characteristics. 
These changes in case complexity are important to consider in service planning, program development and 
staff training.

Assessing the Predictive Validity of Five Dimensions of Risk with an Under-Twelve 
Offender Population 


A program evaluation under the auspices of Earlscourt Child and Family Centre; David Day and Ann Hunt 
investigating.

Preliminary 
results of 38 children (the final study will be a sample of 80 children) indicated that a simplified model 
with two dichotomous variables - variety (exclusive vs. versatile), and settings (situational vs. pervasive) - 
accounted for 30% of the variance in the follow-up delinquency scores. No one variable was identified as a 
significant predictor. None of the models tested predicted police contact. This was likely due to the small 
number of children having had police contact within six months after discharge. Policy Implications: The 
ability to identify school-aged children who are at the greatest risk for juvenile delinquency will allow for 
the development of an augmented treatment program with follow-up and booster sessions planned. Funded 
by: Earlscourt Child and Family Centre, staff time only.

Blood Lead in London Children Admitted to CPRI: Distribution by Various Community 
Factors 


A research study managed by CPRI; Robert Alder, Middlesex-London Health Unit, investigating. Study

London 
children living in homes built during or before 1945, when interior paints were as much as 50% lead by 
dry weight, had an average blood lead level that was 62.3% higher (P=0.011) than children living in homes 
built since 1975, when interior paints were limited to no higher than 0.5% lead by dry weight. Policy 
Implications: It is recommended that London physicians screen for blood lead in behaviourally and/or 
emotionally disordered children and developmentally challenged children who live in homes built in the 
mid-1940s or before.

The Challenge of Serving Adolescent Males and Females 


A research study under the auspices of ONTCHILD; Robert Fulton, Child Welfare Support Services, 
investigating.

The study 
also supports the notion that economic adversity is highly destructive to the psychological well-being of 
children.

Research 
on adoption found that adopted children were not significantly worse than non-adopted children over time 
in terms of educational morbidity or substance use. Adopted boys, however, demonstrated a significantly 
increased risk of psychiatric disorder when compared to non-adopted boys. Analyses are continuing on 
these data in such areas as substance use, poor children, and the antecedents of school dropout and poor 
employment records.

Medium-term clients tended to be parent-referred and were more likely to be boys with single parents who 
had experienced family disruption and violence. Long-term clients were more likely to have incomes below 
the Statistics Canada poverty line, to have a history of sexual abuse, and were more likely to be from 
immigrant, refugee, or non-English-speaking families who were referred by institutions. Policy 
Implications: The results of this study may help in the development of guidelines and criteria for the 
selection of clients more likely to benefit from short-term treatment.

The Assessment of Hereditable Enzymopathies with Natural Substrates

exoglycosidase under study. To establish whether the use of the natural substrates in in vitro assays may 
reveal pathological deficiencies of particular enzymes where synthetic substrates have revealed either 
modest, or no reductions of enzyme activity. Study Findings: The failure to hydrolyze the natural 
trisaccharide by a patient with only a modest reduction of fucosidase activity (when assayed with synthetic 
substrate) may indicate differing affinities of the enzyme. Its various natural substrates are an important 
determinant of whether the enzyme mutation is associated with substrate accumulation which is manifested 
clinically by progressive neurodegenerative disease. With the natural substrate as substrate for the 
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lysosomal enzyme galactosamine-6-sulfate sulfates (which is deficient in Morquio A syndrome) and patient 
fibroblasts as enzyme source, we have demonstrated that with the substrate radiolabeled there is an 
apparent reduction of activity to approximately one-fifth of normal levels. Such levels of residual activity 
are not usually associated with overt disease: however, in an HPLC assay with this same substrate we have 
found almost negligible levels of substrate hydrolysis and a valid explanation of the patients’ clinical 
disease with spondyloepiphyseal dysplasia, cataracts, and short stature.

Attitudes Towards the Use of Behavioural Procedures and PRN Medication to Treat 
Challenging Behaviours Exhibited by Persons with Developmental Handicaps

For 
instance, the confinement time-out procedure was perceived as more acceptable for treating more severe 
behaviours, but exclusion time-out was perceived as less acceptable for more severe destruction and 
aggression. Acceptability ratings for PRN medication were lower than aversive behaviour procedures in 
most circumstances. Explanations for these differences are provided in the report. Policy Implications: 
The results of this study may assist clinicians in making treatment decisions from a broad perspective, 
taking into account the viewpoints of clients and mediators.

Pain thresholds, as measured by an algometer, were not correlated 
with self-injurious behaviour levels, nor were they correlated with endorphin levels or other biochemical 
indicators. There was a modest positive correlation between endorphins and self-injurious behaviour. 
Endorphins and pain levels were negatively correlated. A brief open trial follow-up was conducted with 
two of the original participants. No effect was found this time. For one participant, Naltrexone was 
overlapped with an exogenous aversive stimulus to determine if pain-threshold to external stressors was 
reduced. The finding was negative. Policy Implications: A causal relationship between pain analgesia and 
self-injurious behaviour was not confirmed by this study. Self-injurious behaviours and endorphins appear 
to be related as concurrent reactions to external stressors but not as consequences of each other and not 
through the mediation of internal pain systems.

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Fluorescent "in-situ" Hybridization as an Aid in Cytogenetic Diagnosis

Termination of the pregnancy would not have been possible at this date, in 
Canada, if amniocentesis or CVS results showed any problems with the fetus. Application of the Y 
chromosome centromeric probe on interphase amniotic fluid nuclei reassured the patient that the fetus was 
not likely to be affected. In the family where both parents carried reciprocal translocation 2/6 with a break 
on one chromosome 6 very close or at the end of the short arm, a telomeric probe was used and 
ascertained that the translocation was reciprocal. Policy Implications: These findings are directly related to 
patient management.

Genetic Relationship between Down Syndrome and Alzheimer Disease 


A research study under the auspices of Ongwanada Hospital; Bruce McCreary and Jeanette Holden 
investigating.

Study Findings: Two 
hundred one individuals with Down syndrome are now enrolled in the clinical assessment phase of the 
program. Hypothyroidism, depression, and mental impairment induced by anticonvulsant drugs are 
identified as significant factors in the differential diagnosis and treatment. Alzheimer neuropathology was 
observed in the seven post-mortem cases. The average age at death for these subjects was 59 years. The 
cause of death was “respiratory” and followed a four to five year interval of dementia. Usually around the 
mid-point of the dementia, the burden of care had increased to the degree that caretakers requested 
admission to a nursing care unit. It is suggested that the advice of an occupational therapist could 
contribute to reducing the burden of care for family or agency staff. Continuing longitudinal study of 
individuals (including post-mortem examination) with an emphasis on establishing a better understanding of 
the relative contributions of depression and dementia to mental decline is also recommended. Funded by:

Identification of DNA Markers Closely Linked to the Mutation Causing the Fragile-X 
Syndrome 


A research study under the auspices of Ongwanada Hospital; Jeanette Holden investigating. Data Sources: 
laboratory tests; face-to-face interviews with clients/families. Study Objectives: To develop recombinant 
DNA probes which detect markers closely linked to the mutation causing the fragile-X syndrome, a very 
common form of X-linked mental retardation. Study Findings: Several DNA markers which are genetically 
linked to the fragile-X mutation have been identified and were used to refine current methods of carrier 
detection. Dr. Stephen Warren (Atlanta, Georgia) and Dr. David Nelson (Houston, Texas) and others 
cloned DNA sequences which are part of the gene causing the fragile-X syndrome (called FMR-1: fragile- 
X mental retardation-1 gene). We have collaborated with Dr. Warren and Dr. Nelson to examine the 
nature of mutations occurring in the 77 families involved in the study who have this syndrome. We have 
found that using two tests, PCR and Southern blotting, we are able to accurately assess carrier status in 
both males and females retrospectively. Results obtained in prospective studies concur with those obtained 
using linked DNA markers. We are now examining large populations of developmentally disabled 
individuals to determine the frequency of mutation within this gene as the cause of mental impairments, 
learning disability, and autism. New techniques of molecular testing can be used in the diagnosis of the 
fragile-X syndrome. The new test shows that all mothers of fragile-X males are carriers. Funded by:

This negative finding may be 
due to the age of the participants, (they were adults and therefore symptoms have subsided) or their levels 
of functioning (severe/moderate), because echolalia is a developmental form of speech during early 
language acquisition.

Exhibit Aggressive and/or Self-Injurious Behaviours

Study of Chromosome No. 9 Rearrangements Using Biotinylated DNA Probes

A Therapeutic Day Program for the Dually Diagnosed

The Validity of High-Performance Liquid Chromatographic Analyses of Urine 
Oligosaccharides in the Characterization of Inborn Errors of Glycoprotein Metabolism

characterization of the oligomeric structures will provide significant clues concerning disease etiology.
